CLERGYMEN OBJECT

BELFAST CORPORATION 
DISCUSSION

From Ovr CoRRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 
The influence of cinemas in promoting 


juvenile crime fa Belfast was put forward as 
the main objection to the erection of a new 


picture house in the Oldpark and Cliftonville: 


road district of Belfast, when a deputation 
representing the Protestant Churches and the 
District Ratepayers’ Association appeared be- 
fore the Corporation to-day to object to 
cinema plans being adopted by the City 
Council. 

The Rev. F. W. Warren, Rector of St. 
Silas’, said that he was speaking on behalf 
of the Protestant Churches of the Cliftonville 
district. If the Corporation granted per- 
mission for a cinema, the whole moral tone of 
the district would be lowered, because there 
was no doubt that the pictures shown 
would be of a very sensational character. 
Some of the police officials assured him that 
a great deal of the juvenile crime was directly 
traceable to the sensational films shown at 
these picture houses in industrial areas. . 

The Rev. J. Dunlop, Oldpark Presbyterian 
Church, said that they felt most strongly 


about this matter. The Corporation would 


gravely increase the difficulties of the 
clergy of this district, where hun- 
dreds of young people were prowling 
about, if they allowed this cinema to be 


erected. Films of the gangster type had a 
great deal to do with crime and with. the 
trouble they had in Belfast. The Council 
appealed to the clergy in times of trouble 
and got their support, now they were asking 
the Council for assistance. 


‘NOT NARROW-MINDED ” 


Mr. E. Thompson, representing the Chifton- 
ville Ratepayers’ Association, said that they 
were not narrow-minded Puritans, but. they 
objected to this cinema. In some of the 
films shown nowadays there was a marked 
sexual appeal. It was often difficult to make 
these surburban cinemas pay, and the whole 
tendency would be to show the cheaper and 
lower class of pictures. 

Councillor Thompson said that, after the 
views expressed by the two clergymen, he 
was opposed to the erection of this picture- 
hous 

Councillor Thomas Henderson said that 
there was in the Cerporation a lot of hypo 
for many of them went to picture- 


crites, 

houses. He declared that, if the Town 5vur- 
veyor approved of plans, the Corporation 
would. not have a “leg to stand on” if 
they turned them down and the person 
brought the matter into court. 

Councillor Cole expressed the same view, 
but Councillor Armstrong declared that, 
under the new Town Planning Act, the 
Corporation had ample power to reject any 
Plans. 


Alderman Byrne (Nationalist) and Alder- 
man M‘Curdy (Labour) stated that, if any 
religious denomination objected to a picture- 
house near a church, the Corporation should 
meet the wishes of that religious community. 

The Town Clerk (Mr. Archer) said that he 


had advised the committee that, 1f an appeal 
were taken against their decision, there was 
no case which legally, at present, he could 


put up against them. 

The Corporation, by 21 votes to 11, decided 
to refer the plans back to the Improvement 
Committee for further consideration,

i night closing hours of shops was con- 
sidered last night at a*meetirig of the Bray 
Urban District Council. Mr, G.. Byrne 
(chairman) presided, 

The shopkeepers, who comprised drapers, 
outfitters; wnbroxers. and ironmongers, 
| suggested that during the summer months— 
June -to' September—the closing hour should 
be 9 p.m. instead of 8 p.m. on Saturday 
nights. The existing Fun hour, stated 
the memorial, was detrimental to their busi- 
hess. 

Mr. L, J. McKeown, a member ot the de- 
putation in support of the memorial, said that 
they had the necessary majority of traders in 
favour of having the ES order re- 
voked. The traders were losing hundreds of 
pounds through the early closing, because 
residents in Bray could go into Dublin and 
make purchases. 

Mr. J. Ryan, fr ca the Irish Union 
of Distributive Workers. and Clerks, sug- 
gested that the Council should adjourn con- 
sideration of the proposal for six months, as 
new legislation dealing with shops and trad- 
ing hours was to be introduced in the Dail. 
Their objection to the revoking of the present 
closing order was that assistants in shops 
would have to work for an additional hour 
on Saturday nights; “He su d that the 
proposal was sponsored only by a small aec- 
tion of the Bray traders. 

When the deputation had been heard, Mr. 
Dunne, a member of the Council, said that 
the movement to have the order revoked was 
a@ vindictive one. 

Mr. McKeown, a member of the deputa- 
tion, who was seated at the back of the 
hall rose, and protested against Mr. Dunne’s 
remarks. 

Mr. Dunne continued his speech, and was 
interrupted once more. 

The Chairman announced that if Mr. 
McKeown did not discontinue the interrup- 
tions he would take means to have them 
nog He might have to eject him from 
the hall, i 

The Chairman went, on to say that the 
Council should avoid entering into anything 
in the nature of_a trade dispute. 

It was decided that a decision on the 
matter should be postponed for a month. 

A resolution was received from the Bray 


| Trades Council, asking the Council to secure 


that in all future contracts for the Council’s 
houses a clause should be inserted to prohibit 
sub-letting. The resolution was agreed to, 
the Engineer (Mr. Murphy) stating that such 
provision already had been made. 

It was decided to convene a special meeting 
to consider a draft scheme for the district 
_under the Town-Planning Act. 

A memorial was received from employés of 
local butchers, complaining of ‘‘ outsiders ” 
hawking meat in the town.

DUBLIN TRADES 
COUNCIL 
THE RECENT FIRES 


The. Dublin Trade Union Council, at its 
meeting last night, passed the followirg 
resolution :-— 

“Phat. this Council protests against the 
victimisation of workers by Government 
departments, under Section 2A of the Public 
Safety Act, 1931, and calls for the repeal of 
this Act in its entirety.” 

The matter arose out of -a complaint from 
the Irish Engineering Industrial Union, re- 
garding the dismissal of a member of the 
Union by the Dublin Corporation. The Union 
threatens to withdraw all its members from 
the service of the Corporation if the man is 
victimised for his political opinions. 

Mr. H. Molony, Executive Committee, who 
moved the resolution, said that when a mem- 
ber of the leisured class was convicted under 
the Constitution Amendment Act that person 
was free to draw his usual income when he 
had served his sentence. ‘The workers, on the 
other hand, were followed into their employ- 
ment and their living was taken from them. 

Mr. Frank Robbins (Irish Transpoft and 
General Workers’ Union) seconded the resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Darcy (Irish National Painters’ Union) 

said that he was opposed to the victimisation 
of any worker, but he did not think that 
the. time had yet arrived when the common 
law could be restored. He believed that 
Mr. de Valera was as aMxXious as any man te 
see the Act repealed, 
A deputation was appointed to wait on the 
Dublin Corporation regarding the Council’s 
demands for an inquiry into the recent. fires. 
.and into the charges made on the Dublin 
United Tramways’ Company’s trams and 
"buses. 

Mr. P. T. Daly (secretary) said that the 
Department of Local Government and Public 
Health had informed him that the first steps 
in the holding of a fires inquiry lay with the 
Corporation, i 

Mr. Gilbert Lynch challenged the accuracy 
of the statement, and expressed the view that 
there was nothing to prevent the Minister 
from. initiating the inquiry.

LISTENING TO MODERN 
MUSIC

DR. LARCHET’S DUBLIN 
BROADCAST 


An illustrated broadcast on ‘‘ Listening to 
Modern Music’’ was given from the Dublin 
Wireless Stadio last night by Dr. J. F. 
Larchet. At the beginning of the nineteenth 
century, he said, music was influenced by the 
romantic literary movement, which was then 
at its height, and, though the symmetry of 
musical form suffered, there was a gain in 
colour, expression and in emotional fervour. 
Beethoven might be called the first great 
romantic composer, and all since his time, 
with very few exceptions, were similar. 
Beethoven might be considered as half 
classical and half romantic, while those who 
followed him became more and more romantic, 
-until Wagner reached the stage of being com- 
pletely romantic. The one notable exception 
to this trend was Brahms. 

From the time of Wagner’s death in 1883 
there came the revolt which was ing at 
the present day, and the leader of which was 
Claude Debiissy. At present com were 
divided into the camps of Impressionist, Neo- 
Romantic and Anti- tic, 

The aims of the Impressionists, including 
delicacy and conciseness, held an inclination 
to understate, and were a reaction against 
the fervour of the Romantics. 

Dr. Larchet illustrated work of this type of 
composer with records of music by Debiissy 
and Ravel 7 

The Neo-Romantie school, he said, might 
be called the “ Post-Lisztian” or “ P 
Wagnerian ” school, as its work showed the 
influence of these two masters. In its work 


ments, and the composers cl to the classic 
form, often reaching the vay heights and 
depths of the emotions. 
he Anti-Romantics strove to drive 

emotion and sentiment out of music, and to 
adopt new styles and forms and metho 
orchestratica. Among followers of this school 
he named Stravinsky and Bartok.

OBITUARY 


COLONEL JAMES McCLOGHRY 


The death occurred yesterday, at his resi- 
dence, Carbery, Greystones, Co. Wicklow, of 
Colonel James McCloghry, formerly of the 
Indian Medical. Service, in his 84th year. 
Born at Fannystown, ,Co. Sligo, he was a 
Fellow of. the Royal College of Surgeons, 
Ireland, and became a Licentiate of the 
King’s and Queen’s College of Physicians, 
Ireland, in 1873: He joined the Indian 
Medical Service in 1875, and his first station 
was as medical office: in charge of the Poona 
Horse. He served through the Afghan War, 
1878-80, m Southern Afghanistan, an] was 
engaged in the affair at Bhagao, receiving a 
medal. On his return from Bombay to Sirno 
he was with the cavalry regiment which 
escorted the Prince of Wales, afterwards 
King Edward VII. Later he was .attached 
to the 19th Bombay Infantry at Karachi. 
He spent virtually the whole of his medical 
service at Jacobabad, Baluchistan, were he 
was in charge ot the 6th Bombay Cavalry. 
He accompanied Sir Robert Sandeman as the 
Chief Medical Officer ot Escort, and was 
Civil Surgeon at Karachi. In 1905 he was 
appointed Chief Medical Officer of Quetta, 
and he afterwards became Surgeon-General 
at Bombay, retiring in 1908, after spending 
33 years in these: vice. He married, in 1921, 
Miss. Acheson, of Drumsna, Co. Roscommon, ' 
who survives him.

How Miss Annie Feeney, Cloncurry, found 
an overturned motor car in the canal at 
Cloncurry Bridge was described at an inquest 
held by Dr. Brangan, Deputy Coroner for 
Meath, at Ballinderrin, Enfield, yesterday, to 
enquire into the circumstances surrounding 
the death of\Matthew Doran, a motor driver 
employed by Mr. John D. Kellett, Bridgefort, 
Enfield. 

Miss Feeney said that on her way to Jor- 
danstown on Saturday morning she noticed 
at Cloncurry Bridge a car overturned in the 
canal. 

Sergeant Callaghan, Enfield, said that he 
went to Cloncurry Bridge, where he saw a 
car, which he recognised as Mr. Kellett’s, in 
the canal, It was upside down. In the 
centre of the river he saw the body of a man 
covered with water. On taking the body 
out, he identified it as Doran's. There was 
no hedge between the road and the canal. 
| Neither the foot-brake nor the hand-brake of 
the car was working. 

John D. Kellett said that Doran had been 
in his employment for ten or twelve years. 
When he left witness’s house for home on 
Friday night he was perfectly .sober. 

Dr. Arthur O’Reilly said that in_ his 
opinion death. was due to asphyxia from 
drowning.

AGUILAR 


A MAN OF MANY PARTS 


Sefior Alvaro de Aguilar, who is to be the 
Free State’s first Spanish Minister, arrived in 
Dublin yesterday. Until the. legislation now 
going th the Parliament of Spain to 
raise the Dublin Consulate to the status of 
a Legation has passed, which will probably 
he hore the end-of this year, Seúor de Aguilar 
will be Charge d’ Affaires. and Consul-General. 

An /rish Temes reporter who interviewed 
Sefior de Aguilar at Killowen,. Shrewsbury 
road, yesterday, discovered him to be a man 
of many parts. Although he isa distinguished 
diplomat, nov promoted to Ministerial rank 
after a career. in his country’s foreign service 
in Moroceo, Central America, Denmark, and. 
most recently, at Sar. Francisco, the most 
interesting side of Sefior de Aguilar's per- 
sonality is the unofficial side. 

His hobby is-international economics, and 
his proficiency in this quiet recreation is in- 
dicated. by his membership; whilst ~ he» was 
in Spain, of the National Council of 
Economics, 

His sports are—‘‘ Well, I like them all.” 
he said. In 1916 he performed the athletic 
feat of winning the Spanish men’s national 
amateur championships in three sports— 
tennis, hockey and rowing. Until ‘‘ Soccer ”’ 
in Spain became professional, too, he was a 
keen footballer, and played for the second 
XI. of one of the best clubs in that country. 
His principal sport at the moment is golf, and 
his handicap is 8. 

Sefior de Aguilar is anxious to see how the 
Saorstat-Spain trade agreement, made early 
this year, is working, and to facilitate its 
operation. If it proves a mutually successful 
scheme, he knows no reason why it should 
not even be improved upon. However, he 
is to have the report of a Spanish Foreign 
Office expert soon upon the position. The ex- 
pert is Sefior Manuel Orbea, a commercial 
attaché, who arrived in Dublin this week, and 
is visiting the Government authorities and 
commercial people who are concerned in 
trade with Spain. 

With Sefior Aguilar came Senora Aguilar 
and their four children. Strangely enonch, 
the Senora’s maiden name js O’Neill..
